'Auditorium, Buffalo, N. Y., Nov. 12.-President Wilson made a per- 


sonal and eloquent appeal here today for the full support of organized 
labor for the government in.the conduct of the war 
• 


Speaking before the annual con- 


vention of. the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, he declared the war 
could not be won unless all fac- 
tions unite in a common cause, 
sinking their differences. 


'The president virtually called upon 


the federation to give him united sup- 
port. Ha denounced pacifists and 
critics. He appealed for co-operation 


The president alluded to the present 


war as "the last decisive issue between 
the old principles of power and the 
new principle of freedom." 
. 


"I believe," he.said, "that the spin 


of freedom can get into the hearts o 
Germans and find as fine a welcom 
there as it can find in any other hearts 
•But the spirit of freedom does not sui 
Ihe plans of the pan-Germans." 


Austria Anxious lor Peace. 


"You know," he continued, "ho-s 


many intimations come to us from one 
of tho central powers that It is more i 
anxious for peace than the chief cen- 
tral power, and you know that it means 
that the people in that central power 
Jcnow that if the war ends as it stands, 
they will in effect themselves be vassals 
of Germany notwithstanding that their 
•copulations are compounded of all tho 
people of that part of the world, and 
notwithstanding the fact that they do 
not wish in -their pride and proper 
spirit of nationality to be absorbed 
and dominated." 


Referring in another part of his 


Bpeech to Russia, the president said: 
"May I not say it is amazing to me that 
any group of people should be so ill- 
informed as to suppose, as some groups 
in Russia apparently suppose, that 
any reforms planned in the interest of 
the people can live in the presence of 
a Germany powerful enough to under- 
mine or overthrow them by intrigue 
or force any body of free men that 
compound with the German govern- 
ment compounds for its own destruc- 
tion."

Ptl"i' am introduced to you as the 
president of tho United States and y«i 
I would be pleased if you would put 
the thought of the office into the back 
ground and regard me as one of your

It has been the practice of most cor- 


respondents- and news agencies from 
the beginning to confuse two entirely 
distinct and separate bodies in Russia. 


These are the Petrograd council of 


soldiers* and workmen's delegates and 
the national council of workmen's, sol- 
diers' and peasants' delegates. 


There is between them 'all the differ- 


ence between a town council and the 
congress of the United States—all that 
and more. 
The Petrograd council of- soldiers 


and workmen's delegates is the body 
that has been raising all the ruction in 


I Petrograd. 
The extreme Bolshevikis, following 


the lead of Lenine, have revolted. 
There has been some fighting in the 
streets and there will be more. 


But Ruesia has not revolted. 
The Bolsheviki are a smalUninority^

They are confined to 


Moscow and a few in Odessa. 


Outside the cities they have neither 


numbers nor power nor influence. 


In Petrograd they are very strong. 


They can seize the elegraph offices, 
the bridges, the palaces, the streets or 


up the public .lands among them, but 
he will not get many of them that way.

UNDER LICENSE 
BY DECEMBERS 


Washington, Nov. 12.—All bakeries' 


in every city of the land are to be put 
under government license beginning 
December 10 and made subject to food 
administration rules governing ingre- 
dients and weights of loaves by Presi- 
dent Wilson's proclamation planned 
for issuance today.' 


The effect, as forecast by the food 


administration, will- be to standardize 
bread, eliminate waste in distribution 
to consumers and to gradually force 


prices for pound loaves downward 
perhaps to seven or eight cents a loaf. 
While prices are not to be fixed, fancy 
breads are to be eliminated and »H 
bread basked in regular sizes of one, 
one and a half, two and four pound*.

BETTER NEWS FEOM RUSSIA. 


The news from Russia is of happier tenor 


than for some clays past. It is in effect that 
Premier Kereusky is marching on the capital | 
with an army of two hundred thousand men j 
who are loyal to the provisional government 
that the anarchists have proclaimed over- 
thrown and out of office. The bolsheviki up- 
rising in Petrograd is reported to be going to 
pieces' ami to have made no great headway in 
any other center. That itself is a good token 
for it indicates that the people of Eussia are 
not in large numbers to be swept off their feet 
by the proclamation of the Lenine pretenders 
who have promised an abolition of wealth and 
an extinction of property. 


But the better sign of the immediate times 


in Sussia is the energy and determination dis- 
played1 by Premier Kereusky in moving 
against the anarchists. It is to be hoped there 
may follow a speedy suppression of the red- 
shirtS .and their pretensions and a rapid re- 
establishment of authority in the capital. It 
then is even more devoutly to be hoped that 
Kerensky aiid his government will henceforth 
give the disturbers short shrift. It should be 
clear by this time to Kerensky and the moder 
ate factions that only a strong hand can liold 
Russia: together and preserve the fruits of the 
revolution. If there is to be a- republic and 
democratic freedom and progress in that land 
it can come only through orderly process and 
acquiescence in authority. 
, If it turn out to be the fact that the 
bolsheviki revolt has been throttled the next 
thing will be to get hold of the leaders of it 
and make an example. Eussia's difficulties 
are too vast, her perils are too great and too 
imminent and her future too precariously 
guaranteed to make tolerance of fomented dis- 
order and preachment of anarchy to be 
thought of. There appears to have been all 
along a morbid fear of what Nikolai Lenine 
might be able to dp. He has been looked upon 
with a timidity that encouraged him instead 
of being hunted out and disposed of in what- 
ever way could best serve the present interest 
and the future strength and safety of the new 
democracy.

SUPREME COURT SOON TO 
PASS ON CONSTITUTIONAL 
STATUS OF CONSCRIPTION 


By GILSON GARDNER. 


The United States supreme court will 


make an early decision on tho consti- 
tutionality of the draft law. The nine 
so-called "slacker" cases have been 
consolidated and set for hearing De- 
cember 10. By Christmas it is possible 
the court will render its decision. 


At the same time it is expected the 


court will hoar arguments on the con- 
stitutionality o£ sending'dratted men 
abroad. 
This question has 
not yet 


been judicially raised, but it is under- 
stood cases will be brought'to the su- 
preme court at an early date. 


"The two questions are absolutely 


separate," said Hunnls Taylor, noted 
as the exponent of the contention that 
the drafted army cannot be sent out- 
side the United States.

The word sabotage has figured for

The word, sabot means primarily a
